THE HEART OF STONE 


Which Would Not Melt at the Appeal of a 
Murderer’s Sister. 

JACKSON, Miss., May 31.—[Special.J—An 
exciting scene took place 3 
Stone’s office today. The celebrated Eugene 
Story, the murderer of Klien Felder and of 
Marshal Stout, is to be hung at Lexington on 
the 2d, and the governor was visited by Mrs. 
Ashley, sister of the condemned man, a 
woman of intelligence and refinement, who 
made an appeal for clemency. The gov- 
ernor told her that he could not 
interfere without violating a great public 
duty. She composed herself till leaving, when 
she became almost frenzied, and throwing her- 
self on her knees at the governor’s door, vehe- 
mently prayed that God would melt the heart 
of stone. There was a great scene, and it was 
some time before she could be calmed. Story 
has been confined in the penitentiary here for 
safe keeping, and itis freely talked that his 
friends will attempt to rescue him on the way 
to Lexington, seventy-five miles from here. 
To prevent all such attempts, Sheriff Wil- 
bourn is here now. and brought 
with him thirty picked men, armed 
with Winchester rifles. Governor Stone has 
also ordered the military companies at Lexing- 
ton and Durant to be in readiness to respond at 
call, and to be at the execution. If Story's 
friends attempt the threatened rescue, there 
will be a bloody conflict, as the governor and 
sheriff are determined to execute the law at 
all hazards. 


SEVENTY FEET BELOW. 


The Terrible Plunge of a Freight Ca- 
boose. 

BALTIMORE, May 31.—A special to The Sun 
states that there was a bad wreck at 4 o’clock 
this morning on the Shenandoah Valley di- 
vision of the Norfolk and Western railroad, 
near Luray, Va. Thecompany is replacing 
the wooden trestle at Jerrymy’s run, 300 yards 
north of Possum run, with an iron structure, 
and all trains are ordered to reduce speed to 
four miles an hour in passing over it. Two 
freight trains were running north to Hagers- 
town, the first running with live stock and 
the second with lumber and coke. 

In the caboose on the rear of the first freight 
were a portion of the crew and James F, 
Strickler, of Caglersville, Madison county. 
The second train, running at twenty-five 
miles an hour, dashed upon the weak bridge 
and into the caboose. e shock unsettled 
the trestle, and it gave way, precipitating to 
the bottom of the ravine, seventy feet below 
the caboose and two cars of the first train, an 
all the second train, engine and twenty cars. 
Mr. Strickler was killed. John Reese, of 
Harrisburg, brakeman, was fatally injured. 
Two wrecking trains were promptly dis- 
patched to the scene of the disaster. Wet 
tracks, it is thought, prevented the train being 
slowed down. The cars and trestle were 
turned into kindling wood. 


FIVE SHOTS FIRED. 


A Rejected Husband Shoots Down His 
Brother-in-Law. 


NokroLk, Va., May 31.—The talk of the 
town today has becna shooting affair which 
may turn ont to be murder. The parties con- 
cerned were Otto Kahler and John Kelly. 
Kelly married Kahler’s sister, who was a 
widow of Peter McClean, a sporting man, mur- 
dered here a little over two years ago. It is 
said that owing to the fact that she would not 
allow Kelly to handle her money, that he beat 
her and she left him. This morning he tried, 
ashe has done several times before, to get an 
interview with her at the houseof her brother, 
where she has been living since the 
separation. Kelly was met, on mak- 
ing his entrance to the house by the 
rear door, by Kahler, and he claims that Kah- 
ler threatened to kill him if he did not get out 
of the house. Kelly replied that he would 
save him that trouble by killing him first, and 
drawing a pistol fired five shots, two of which 
took effect in Kahler, onein the bead, which 
willin all probability prove fatal, and the 
other in the stomach, which did not cause a 
dangerous wound. Kelly was arrested by two 
citizens and taken to the station house, where 
he now is. The bullet has been removed by 
the doctors from Kahler’s head, and he is still 
alive, but with few chances of recovery.

Only fifteen complaints against rail- 
ways have been received by the commission- 
ers, not one of these being in regard to pas- 
senger tariffs, but aj in regard to freight over- 
charges.

So far as Mr. Cahenley, the bearer of the 
Lucerne petition and decrees to the vatican, 
and his friends and co-laborers are concerned, 
they have a well-defined obiect in view, and 
they mean to work for it with might and 
main. 

It is to harness the church in America into 
the service of the recently arrived re 
from Germany, other Catholic interests in the 
country being apparently looked upon as 


quite secondary. Some of their demands are 


quite admissible in themselves, although it is 
no business of the people in Lucerne to make 
them such, as German parishes and German 
schools for German-speaking Catholics. 

In addition, however, to these, they desire 
German priests for all parishes in which there 
are German Catholics mingled with others, 
and German bishops charged with the exclu- 
sive care of Germans, or of exclusive German 
jurisdictions, which cannot be tolerated. Their 
demands are based on such supposition that 
the bishops and priests of Anierica are Irish, 
and neglect the Germans. Mr. Ca- 
henley calls for a reversal of what he 
imagines to be the case, and by clear implica- 
tion asks that the Irish be put in charge of. 
German priests and bishops. e have to note 
here the actual or assumed ignorance of 
Cahenley as to the condition of the German- 
speaking Catholics in America. In asserting 
that they are neglected, he does most positive 
injustice to the bishops.of a country whose 
constant effort has been and is to provide for 
all Catholics of foreign tongues, priests. of 
their own nationality. 

There is singular malice, too, in his attempt 
to represent the Catholic church in America as 
Irish. It were easier for him to succeed in a 
dispute between Irish and Germans than in 
one between Americans and Germans. As a 
matter of fact, bishops born in Ireland are few 
in the American hierarchy, and those few have 
spent nearly all their lives in America, and are 
thoroughly identified with the country and its 
institutions. The bishops of America are in 
heart and soul Americans. They have no more 
idea of making the church Irish than they have 
of allowing it to bé made German; 

The mass of our Catholics today have been 
born in America, and whether their fathers 
were Irish or 


class them into Irish or German, or foreigners 
of any stripe. Whatis the most strange fea- 
ture in this Lucerne movement is the — 
dence of men undertaking to meddle, under 
any pretext, in Cotholic America. This is 
simply un able, and all American 
Catholics will treasure up the affront for fu- 
ture action. 

We acknowledge the pope of Rome as our 
chieftain in spiritual matters, and we are glad 
to receive directions from him. But men 
in Germany, or Switzerland, or Ireland, must 
mind their own business, and be still as to 
ours. Nor is this the most startling fact in 
this movement. The iration of the 


the last five or six years there has been a de- 
termined effort on the part of certain fo 
Catholiics in America. The Germans sent in 
1886 representatives to obtain pro-German lege 
islation, and they have since formed societies, 
notably the Dutch-American Priesterverin, 
for this same purpose. Iam quite sure I am 
right when bring home to this verin the 
whole prompting of the Lucerne proceedings. 
This foreign movement in America, it must 
be well understood, is confined to a compara- 
tively small number. The great mass of 
German speaking Catholics,laymen and priests, 
are totally opposed to all plans and intrigues 
to retain foreign ascendancy, and are most 
heartily in sympathy with everything that is 
American. Asa body, there is no more loyal 
element than they in this 
and in religious matters they are thoroughly 
in accord with their bishops. We have Cath- 
olics from all countries of 7 they 
work together with signal unani „ and 
united in patriotism as Americans, as they are 
in faith as Catholics. The promoters of Ger- 
man foreignism in America are certain journ- 
alists whose trade is gone if the German 
language loses its hold, and certain priests 
who, on coming to America in advanced years, 
never learn much English, and scarcely know 
that there is in America a country outside the 
German village or quarter surrounding their 
parsonage. Of course, where these men are 
allowed to work they have a following 
who, misguided and misled, clamor against 
fancied inferiority and fancied persecution, 
but there is not the slightest possibility that 
any result will come from this Lucerne con- 
ference, except it be this result—to lead to the 
utter extinction of all foreign animus among 
us. The bishops of America are fully able 
to ward off all foreign invasions, and to main- 
tain the church on thorough American lines. If 
they did not themselves have the courage and 
common sense to do so, the Catholic people of 
whatever origin, would compel them to do 
their duty. Nor will the authorities in Rome 
listen to Cahenley for a moment. The well- 
known policy of Rome is to trust the hier- 
archy of each country, and to encourage in 
each country Catholicy to the manner born. 

After speaking of foreign domination in 
civil affairs as an excuse for this petition, the 
archbisop concludes: 

“When we will be more Americanin civil

re Sunday law was strictly enforced yes- 
terday. - 

No cigars, cigarettes or tobacco weresold in 
the city. 

Smokers who had not a stock 
the day before had one day of abstinence or 
borrowed from friends. 

This seemed to be the most inconvenienced 
class in the city. 

Lovers of cool drinks were all right, and 
had their usual privilege of indulging in soda 
water and milk sbakes. 

According to the Sunday ordi- 
nance soda water can only be 
in places having a right to keep 
open on Sunday, such as drug stores or res- 
taurants. 

Beermann & Silverman, who do a big busi- 
nessin the soda water line, opened as usual 
yesterday morning. Not being in a drug store 
or a restaurant, the firm was notified and the 
doors closed. 

Before noon, however, they produced a res- 
taurant license and were allowed to reopen. 

The officers at the police station say the li- 
cense was issued yesterday, and today the 
matter will be placed in the hands of tbe city 
attorney to see if the firm had the right to sell 
soda water. The city attorney will 
give his opinion as to whether 
under a restaurant license they had a right 
to keep open, when there in reality was no 
restaurant department; and by this opinion 
the officers will be governed as to whether a 
case will be made or not. 

Mr. Silverman states that the license was 
procured Saturday afternoon. He adds that 
the restaurant part will be run. The license 
bore the date of May 30th. 

Several other cases were made yesterday, all 
against negroes for keeping open doors on 
Sunday. 

There was no switching of cars except in 
making up passenger trains and moving per- 
ishable freight. 

Cigarette smokers seemed to fare 
worse than all others. Many rode 
out to West End and other places not in the 
city to get a pack of cigarettes. 

The guests at the hotels seemed both amused 
and worried because they could buy nothing to 
smoke, and spoke in rather strong terms of 
their opinion of the law. 

The man behind the cigar counter 
at the Kimball house was kept busy telling 
people they couldn’t get cigars or cigarettes, 
and explaining the law on the subject. 

One Atlanta young man says he was stand- 
ing in the rotunda at the Kimball smoking a 
cigarette, one of a pack he had saved from the 
day before. 

While smoking he was accosted byla genteel 
looking stranger who said: 

“Excuse my boldness, but have you got 
another cigarette? I’m nearly dead for one 
and can’t buy any.“ 

The stranger was given one. Before 
finishing his cigarette the lanl 
py possessor of the pack says 
he was approached by at least a dozen people 
whom he had never seen, all of them begging 
for a cigarette. 

“Give me a cigarette,’’ was one of the fay- 
orite expressions of the day. 

The law and its enforcement was discussed 
on all sides, and created something of a commo- 
tion in all circles. 

Another case was that of an inveterate 
smoker who, not knowing the Sunday law 
was going into effect, failed to provide himself 
with cigars. Suffering from the lack of his 
after-dinner smoke, he procured from his 
physician a. prescription for one cigar after 
each meal as a narcotic. The druggist refused 
to fill the recipe, and the gentleman was 
thrown on the charity of more fortunate 


friends. 

A gentleman who was out of bread en- 
deavored to purchase a single loaf, but was 
met at every place with the reply: 

“Would like to let you have it, but it is 
against the law.“ 

Perhaps 100 drummers come to Atlanta 
every Sunday to spend the day. And 
they were the maddest set of men ever turned 
loose in Atlanta because they could not get a 
cigar yesterday. 

Such expressions as 11 go to Griffin next 
Sunday,“ and Why not change Atlanta's 
name back to Marthasville,“ were heard 
among them all day. 

And the hotel salle were kicking loudly. 
The Kimball house people say they will refuse 
to sell papers if they can’t sell cigars, and in- 
deed all the cigar stand men claim that it is 
unfair to allow soda water and papers sold if 

the sale of cigars is prohibited. 

The cigar trade on Sunday is enormous, and 
the men who run the stands are protesting 
with as much vigor as the drummers. 

But the drummers will fix themselves next 
Saturday for Sunday smoking. 

A negro was reported to be peddling cigars 
and cigarettes out of a grip, on the streets yes- 
terday, and was chased by the officers, but not 
captured. The peddler met with good success 
in the way of sales.

The Key to Business Success. 

Since the days when the advertising of 
Bonner and Barnum first set the people wild 
with curiosity to read The Ledger, and see 
the big show, shrewd business men have ap- 
preciated the value of printer’s ink. 

When a man has a good article to sell, and 
knows that a large number of people want 
it, he cannot invest money better than in 
advertising in papers that reach the people 
whose custom he wants, 

About two years ago a lady in New York 
made a new cosmetic of real merit. She 
had no funds of her own, but she borrowed 
$500 and spent it in judicious advertising. 
Her business grew rapidly, and she is now 
making $300 a week above all expenses. 

What this lady has done in a small way 
business men are doing on a larger scale 
everywhere by following the same methods. 

As a rule, it is safe to say that advertising 
is the key to success. People do not hunt 
up an unknown man, in an unknown place, 
to buy an unknown thing. If a man has an 
article of genuine worth that is generally 
needed, he may go ahead with absolute con- 
fidencefand advertise it. All that he has to 
do isto make the advertisement attractive 
and place it where people within his radius 
of trade will see it. Under these conditions, 
if advertising fails to insure success the 
times must be exceptionally hard, and the 
depression must be too great to overcome by 
ordinary methods. 


Protection and Poverty. 

High protection for protection’s sake is a 
very different thing from the incidental pro- 
tection that should go with a tariff for rey- 
enue. 

During the past thirty years the policy of 
our government has been to protect a few 
favored classes, and our financial system 
has been directed and manipulated in their 
interest. 

Now, let us glance at the résults. Pau- 
perism ison theincrease. President Polk, 
of the National Farmers’ Alliance, says that 
we have 3,000,000 tramps, and 5,000,000 
human beings living in a state of semi-star- 
vation. Our toilers, and especially the 
farmers, have found that hard work and 
economy will not enable them to prosper 
under present conditions. Even in New 
England, where agriculture has been diver- 
sified and intensified to the last degree, we 
behold the discouraging spectacle of 1,451 
abandoned farms in Massachusetts, and 
1,630 in New Hampshire, while in the fer- 
tile west farms have depreciated in value 
from 33 to 50 per cent. 

On the other hand, how is it in England, 
where there is no protective tariff? ‘There 
is poverty, it is true, but less of it than 
there was thirty years ago. There were 
50 paupers to the 1,000 in Great Britain in 
1861, There are only 20 to the 1,000 now. 

It may be said that these facts have noth- 
ing to do with tariffs, and nothing to do 
with our financial policy, but it will be very 
difficult, if not impossible, to marshal an 
array of proof in support of such impudent 
recklessness of assumption. 

If our present situation is not the nat- 
ural outcome of our oppressive and dishon- 
est class legislation, how can it be other- 
wise explained? 


Voices from the East. 

Months ago, when the Farmers’ Alliance 
was only mentioned in the east to besunder- 
rated or sneered at, we took occasion to say 
in these columns that a campaign of educa- 
tion would stir up the farmers and masses in 
New England, and cause themto make 
common cause with the democracy. 

The leaven is working already, and we 


find The Boston Spectator indulging in such 


language as the following: 

To understand the extent of the discontent in the 
rank and file of wage-earners, one should read the 
periodical literature of the workingmen and farm- 
ers. Never in the history of our country have the 
people been so aroused as today. The farmers, 
once the most conservative element, are today the 
most radical, and with reason.- They have been 
year by year forced tothe wall; first by nature, 
then by man. 

The Spectator goes on to say that the 
moneyed monopolies get whatever they ae- 
mand from the government, while the far m- 
ers get nothing. When the parched earth 
refuses to bring forth crops the farmers fall 
into the hands of the money lenders. When 
they raise splendid crops the money kings 
rob them of their earnings. It is just as bad 
in public affairs. The simplicity of the old 
days has given place to gilded splendor and 
reckless extravagance at the nation’s capital. 

A New England writer on economic sub- 
jects, the Rev. W. D. P. Bliss, urges the or- 
ganized farmers and workers of the land to 
secure tariff, financial and industrial reform 
by a peaceful revolution at the ballot box. 
He says: 

Those who decline to believe that labor and pro- 
ducers arein danger fromthe machinations of 
capital, we beg to study, in the light of recent his- 
tory, the suggestions of the notorious Bankers“ 
Cireular,” “that capital can better secure the 
profits of labor under freedom than under slavery, 
by controlling the volume of currency.” 

Or the implied threat of the 
after - dinner orator, in his statement 
that “fifty men have it in their 
power to stop every wheel of industry and com- 
munication in the cquntry.“ If so, how long be- 
fore ten men, or five,can dictate terms to the 
nation? , 

Or study that more infamous suggestion of the 
organ of Wallstreet, “that the American farmers 
may as well be content to let capital own the land, 
and submit toa system of tenantry.“ 

But Mr. Bliss is not very hopeful. He 
says in plain words: We fear that the 
rich will buy the working classes. We fear a 
plutocratic paternalism, where business shall 
be turned over to a rich man’s government. 
Therefore we say, democracy!“ 

Such ideas are spreading like wild-fire 
among the eastern masses, and when the 
fateful year of ninety-two is ushered in they 
will be more extreme in their views than 
their brethren of the south and west. The 
trouble will be, not to arouse them to ac- 
tion, but to hold them bac!!! 
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The Situation in Chili. 

The civil war in Chili, and the conditions 
under which it is waged, are not fully un- 
derstood in this country. 

Of all the South American republics Chill 
is probably the most progressive. The peo- 
ple, some 3,000,000 in number, are of pure 
Spanish or Spanish-Indian descent, with the 
exception of about 50,000 foreign residents. 
In educational and material progress the re- 
public is up toour standard. Five colleges, 
schools, public libraries, railways, street car 
systems, and electric lights are to be found 
in every city and large town. Every indus- 
try is flourishing and the people are wealthy. 
It is estimated that 80,000 Chilians visit for- 
eign lands every year, and these travelers upon 
their return bring with them new ideas and 
improvements, and engraft them upon the 
civilization of their own country. Life in 
Chili is very nearly the same as the social 
life of the present day in France, Belgium 
and Spain, and there is no greater difference 
between the inhabitants and those of Spain 
than we find between Americans and Eng- 
lishmen., 

‘Naturally, it isa matter of surprise to us 
to find these people, highly civilized, and as 
far advanced as we are, cutting each other’s 
throats, with merciless barbarity, and taking 
no prisoners. 

It is the hot Spanish blood. These Span- 
ish-Americans, generous to a fault, and 
models of courtesy, when they quarrel with 
éach other, slay every living thing in their 
way. But when they get through with their 
war they will jog along as pleasantly as ever, 
and the issues of yesterday will be forgotten. 
They will not think of following our fashion 
of keeping up strife a quarter of a century 
after hostilities are over. 

The Chilian revolution had its origin in 
the refusal of congress to permit Balmaceda 
to name his successor. Nobody objected to 
his administration, but many were unwilling 
to have him name the next president. So 
the congressmen went aboard the war ves- 
sels and secured the entire navy, except a 
few new sloops, for the insurgents. Balma- 
ceda at once donbled the pay of his 30,000 
soldiers, and thus retained the army on his 
side. He confiscated the property of the in- 
surgents, and raised plenty of money. 

And so the situation stands for the pres- 
ent. The insurgents havea strong navy, 
but Balmaceda has a strong army. One side 
is powerful on water, and the other holds 
swayon land. Theresult depends upon the 
ability of the insurgents to organize a strong 
land force, or the ability of the president to 
organize a strong navy. 

If Balmaceda does not win he will die at 
his post. Hehas made up his mind to tri- 
umph or perish in the struggle. If he 
escapes assassination the chances are some- 
what in his favor, but the revolution will set 
Chili back a generation at least. 


An Editor’s Protest. 


Editor Watterson has just returned to his 


editorial desk from a successful lecturing 
tour, and in announcing that fact he takes 
occasion to say that he is greeted bya 
bushel or more of clippings from his es- 
teemed contemporaries relating to various 
reports of interviews alleged to have been 
held with him by the newspaper men along 
his route. 

Taking this accumulation of worldly mat- 
ter for his text, Editor Watterson proceeds 
to deliver a very entertaining editorial 
lecture on the ethics of interviewing. We 
judge from this that the various reports 
that have been made of his casual conver- 
sations have given Editor Watterson reason 
to believe that there is room for reform in 
this field of journalistic enterprise. The 
impression left on our minds by this lecture 
is that the distinguished editor has been 
misrepresented by his newspaper brethren, 
not maliciously or in cold blood, but in the 
heat and hurry of giving typographical 
form to the ideas of a fluent and an earnest 
talker. Editor Watterson insists, and with 
reason, that if interviewing is to be made 
reputable, it should conform to the demands 
of honesty and intelligence, and that it 
should represent such conservatism and dis- 
cretion as may be embodied in révision and 
correction. 

This is one view. There is still another, 
namely, that the responsibility should be 
made mutual between the reporters and 
their alleged victims. The public finds too 
much entertainment in these brief and pass- 
ing glimpses of many minds to permit the 
art of interviewing to develop into the 
formal and conventional. Men who have 
reason to knowthat their personality is at- 
tractive, and that their achievements are 
something out of the common run, should 
be sure of their surroundings when venturing 
abroad. Popularity and distinction have 
their penalties, and this is one of them. In 
any promiscuous gathering, casual or other- 
wise, the statesman and the distinguished 
editor should be sure that their small talk 
is punctuated with a certain reserve in order 
the better to fit it for hasty and unauthor- 
ized publication. 

The nimble hand of the interviewer’ can- 
not be stayed, but the minds of the states- 
man, the politician, the editor and the am- 
ateur dignitary can be trained to meet the 
demands which the public make for a more 
intimate and familiar knowledge of men 
and events. We are sorry that Editor Wat- 
terson has been caught in the fly-wheel of 
machinery with which he ought to be per- 
fectly familiar, Having extricated himself 
to some extent, we believe he is more vexed 
than hurt. He will not abolish the fly- 
wheel, but hereafter he will take pains to 
keep out of its way. When an interesting 
man goes abroad in these days of newspaper 
activity he is sure to fall into the hands of 
the bright reporters. It were well if those 
who understand the circumstances and the 
conditions should arm against them, and it 
were better still if they could be induced to 
mark and measure their own fluency.

In 
order to get water for their factory they had to 
put down several hun yards of water pipe, 
which they paid for themselves. The water 
commissioners charged them double rate for 
manufacturing purpose, simply because they hap- 
pened to be located just outside of the city limits. 
This is a gréat injustice and should be remedied. 
It is true that the water supply of Atlanta is de- 
ficient, but there is no occasion for this great 
discrimination. When these gentlemen pay for 
their own water pipe, it is gross injustice to 


charge them more than the regular rate.

He said nothing on his own responsibility. 
se simply uttered what God had spoken to 

m. 

TEACHER AND PROPHETESS. 

The function of the teacher was to expound 
what had been revealed, to explain, to make 
clear to the church the meaning of God’s re- 
vealed will. 5 

Now, sometimes the two offices were per- 
formed by the same person; but if women 
were forbidden to teach, it follows that the 
function of the prophetess was limited to re- 
vealing mysteries. 

We cannot fail to see the conclusion to 
which this brings us. If Paul did permit 
women to speak in the churches of his day, 
the privilege was limited to those who had 
the gift of prophecy—those to whom God 
made known his secrets that hitherto were hid 
in the great deep of his own mind. And 
if the speaking of women in meetings 
of the church was confined to those 
who had the gift of prophecy, 
then women of this day are not scripturally 
qualified to speak to the churches because they 
have not the gift of prophesy. 

Do the women of this day who go into mixed 
assemblies and speak claim to be prophets ? 
Do they claim that what they say is a revela- 
tion from God? If they do, and their claim 
is true, their utterances should be written 
down and incorporated with the other sacred 
scriptures. If they are indeed prophets, in- 
spired and accredited as Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Daniel, Peter, Paul and John were, then we 
have abundant material to make a new Bible 
2 week. 

ut are they prophets? They cannot] be if 
Paul has spoken the mind of Sed. Whee 
does he say? In immediate connection with 
these words forbidding women to speak in the 
church, he says: “If any man think himself 
to be a prophet or spiritual, let him acknowl- 
edge that the things that I write unto you are 
the commandments of the Lord.“ 

But that is just what the women preachers 
will not acknowledge. They stubbornly de- 
clare that what Paul wrote upon this subject 
is not the commandment of the Lord. Some of 
them say that he wasa ;

who was prejudiced against women, and im- 
this restriction upon them only to show 
is dislike for them. Others say that they 
know that in this matter he did not write the 
commandment of God, because his prohibitory 
law is contradicted by their own spiritual im- 
pressions and illuminations. He makes the 
acknowledgment of his aspiration jthe test of 
their claim not only to the gift of prophecy, 
but to any spiritual gift. They may] — 
believe themselves to be spiritual, but if they 
refuse to acknowledge his authority, he says 
they are not spiritual. ; 

Now where thereis this conflict between 
Paul and the women, what shall Ido? What 
ought I to do? The Lord knows how distress- 
fulitisto me not to go with the women. 
Without their sympathy and friendship this 
world would be to me a solitude. But having 
Adam's experience before me, how can I fol- 
low these daughters of Eve, violating a law 
as simple and legible as God could 
make it 

4. The proposition on which the advocates 
of this new doctrine and practice rely more 
than on any other, and to which they cling 
with the oe persistence, is that the law 
which Paul lays down in his letter to the 
Corinthians, was intended only for the 
Corinthian§ church—that it was purely a local 
regulation, made necessary by a peculiar and 
exceptional state of things among the Chris- 
tians of Corinth. 

NOT A MERE LOCAL MATTER. 

This position is utterly untenable. Any 
one can see at asingle glance that Paul did 
not make this law for the Corinthian women 
only. He wrote thesame thing to Timothy 
that he might apply it to the churches in 
the region about Ephesus. In his letter to 
Timothy he assigns two reasons for not per- 
mitting women to teach or pray in a mixed 
assembly. 

1. For Adam was first formed, then Eve.“ 
Now, the Corinthians were not the only peo- 
plein the world who had descended from 
Adam and Eve. All nations, kindreds, 
tongues and tribes have descended from 
Adam and Eve. I trust that the people of 
Atlanta, and especially the members of the 
First Baptist church, have not ceased to be- 
lieve that they are descendants of Adam and 
Eve. I entreat these female apostles of the 
new gospel and new dispensation to permit us 
to hold on to that much of the old Bible. 

If we have descended from Adam and Eve, 
then Paul’s law forbidding women to speak 
before mived assemblies was not local, and is 
binding on the women of the First Baptist 
church of Atlanta. 

„Adam was first formed.“ The man was 
formed out of the dust of the earth. The 
woman was formed out of the mon. She was 
formed for him, for his use, help and compan- 
ionship. = 

Here lies the strength of the reason which 
the apostle gives for the divine law that the 
woman shall be in subjection to the man. She 
is to be in subjection to the man, not so much 
because she was made after man, for she and 
the man were both created after the beasts of 
the field, but because she was made out of the 
man and for him. So the woman’s subjection 
to the man is according to the laws of nature 
and creation. 

Now Paul says that when a woman into 
a church and teaches, or preaches in the pres- 
ence of men, 

SHE REVERSES GOD'S ORDER, 

and violates the laws of her own nature and 
creation. ‘I suffer not a woman to teach nor 
to usurp authority over the man.“ Teaching 
implies authority over those ho are taught, 
and as woman has not, according to God's 
economy, authority over man, she is not per- 
mitted to stand up in a public assembly and 
teach him. God knows that millions of 
women have the ability to teach men, but He 
does not permit them to do it, at least in a 
public way, because it has the appearance of 
authority. 

2. The second reason which Paul had for 
prohibiting women from ing in mixed 
assemblies was that Adam was not deceived ; 
but the woman being deceived, was in the 
transgression.”” Now, if that was a sufficient 
reason for not tting women to speak in 
the church in Corinth, itisa sufficient reason 
for the same regulation in the First Baptist 
church of Atlanta.

God's revealed will, or set it aside altogether, 
where it does not harmonize with her feelings 
and ambitions. It was one of the old rabbin- 
nical sayings, ‘‘Burn the book of law rather 
than put it into the hands of a woman.“ 

There were three parties concerned in the 
first transgression—the serpent, Adam and 
Eve. They were all punished, but notin the 
saine way, orin the same degree. God said 
unto the serpent: ‘‘Because thou hast done 
this thou art cursed. . . . Upon thy belly 
shalt thou go, and dust shalt thou eat all the 
days of thy life; and I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy seed 
and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and 
thou shalt bruise his heel.“ 

The curse that God put upon the serpent in 
the garden of Eden is upon him today, and 
will continue with him to the end of time. 

Upon thy belly thou shalt go.“ For 6,000 
years that has been his only method of loco- 
motion, and he can never go in any other way. 

The enmity which God put between the 
serpent and man in the garden lives to this 
day, and 

WILL LIVE UNTO THE END OF THE WORLD. 

The serpent hates man, and it is human in- 
stinct everywhere to hate and war against the 
serpent. 

he perpetuation of this curse upon the ser- 
pent isone of God’s living witnesses to the 
fall of man. 

God said to Adam, “Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice of thy wife, and hast 
eaten of the tree of which I commanded thee, 
saying ‘thou shalt not eat of it;’ cursed is the 
ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat 
of it all the days of thy life; thorns and 
thistles shall it bring forth tothee. . . . In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread.“ 
That was God’s curse upon man. Ithas never 
been removed. It remains with him to re- 
mind him that his first parents fell froma 
state of innocence. 

God said unto the woman, “I will greatly mul- 
tiply thy sorrow and thy conception. In sorrow 
thou shalt bring forth children, and thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he shall rule over 
thee.“ That was God's punishment of woman 
for the part that she took in the first trans- 

ression. Has it been removed? Is it not 
jast as real today as it was thousands of years 
ago? It remains, and will romain unto the 
end of time, to remind woman how the devil 
beguiled her and robbed her of her innocence. 

Now, Paul says that his law forbidding 
women publicly to teach men is based upon the 
sentence which God pronounced against woman 
inthe garden. Has that sentence been re- 
voked? I understand that some of our fe- 
male avangelists and apostles say that it has 
been revoked. Ifit has been annulled, who

a resolution looking to the establishment of a 


teachers’ institute in every county in the 


state. 

In an interview with a Constrrurion re 
porter he said: . 

“I did introduce a resolution at the Bruns- 
wick meeting of the teachers’ association ask- 
ing our legislature, at its coming summer 
session, to pass a law establishing a teachers’ 
institute in every county in Georgia, the same 
to hold annual sessions of two weeks. After a 
full discussion of the matter, although there 


was opposition at first, the resolution passed 


without a dissenting vote. The imperative 
need of Georgia today, educationally, is better 
teachers. The pay ior the last twenty years 
for teaching has been so meager that compara- 
tively few really talented men have entered 
the teaching profession. Hence the demand for 
thoroughly competent teachers, now that a 
favorable reaction has come in educational af- 
fairs, has not and cannot be met until addi- 
tional facilities are provided for training 
teachers. While the normal classes in our 
cities are proving uery beneficial in giving our 
cities trained teachers, those teaching in the 
country are having no advantages in this di- 
rection, except the advantages that the 
Peabody institutes furnish. These in- 
stitutes are held only once a year, 
and in only two or three 
towns of the state, and generally have not 
more than abont 300 teachers in attend- 
ance upon their exercises. This is nobody’s 
fault—not enough money to do more than has 
been done—that money is not furnished by the 
state, butcomes from the Peabody fund. The 
country teachers must havea better chance, 
and have it at once. As are the teachers so 
are the schools. Every dollar judiciously in- 
vested in improving the teachers ofthe state 
will pay 1,000 per cent in good to the schools. 
These county institutes would reach at once 
every teacher in Georgia, white and colored, 
and this is what wesupremely need.”’ : 

Where is the money to come from to run 
these institutes?“ 

“The resolutions passed at Brunswick 
asks that $100 of the public school money be- 


longing to each county be set apart to pay the | 


expenses of the institutes. While the teachers 
believe that a special appropriation will be 
made by the legislature for defraying the costs 
of these ot schools, yet so anxious are 
they to see these institutes established at once 
that.they are willing to pay the expenses, as it 
were, out of their own pockets. ou see that 
we teachers realize that one of Georgia's most 
important interests is in our hands, and we 
cannot let it suffer.“ 

What is to be taught at these institutes?“ 

“Principally, the theory and practice of 
teaching. The ‘what,’ the ‘how,’ the ‘why,’ 
about cover the field of school work. 
The most successful methods are founded 
— the , soundest educational principles; 
all other methods are largely guesswork.’ 

_ “Why can’t this work be done at one state 
institute?“ 

Because it is impractical, and almost im- 
e to get even one-fourth of the teachers 
n Georgia to assemble at one place. Many of 
them are financially unable.’’ 

What is your idea as to how these training 
schools should be conducted ?”’ 

„Have each county school commissioner 
appoint two weeks for holding ‘his ‘institute 
some time during the year; get about one able 
man, skilled in such work, utilize his own 
best country talent; arrange his programme to 
include — work as he feels Lis schools need 
most; hold his meetings at the county site, 
where suitable schoolrooms can always be had; 


‘let the teachers’ salary continue while they 


are attending the iustitute session, and then 
compel the teachers to attend, if in any case 
ay Gear is necessary, by fining absentees.”’ 

„Are all the county commissioners capable of 
suparvising such work as you have mapped 


in criminals out? 


No, sir! but a chenge is important at this 
point. Itisan insult toour profession that 
there are s0 many incompetent men now act- 
ing as county school commissioners. No man 
hasany business in that position unless he 
gets a first-class teacher’s license upon an 
actual examination. None others should be 
eligible.“ 
MONTHLY SESSIONS. 

In addition to these annual sessions of the 
county institute, I think there should be 
monthly meetings of the same. 

Let these sessions be held on Saturday, and 
conducted as the normal classes in our cities 
are conducted. Makethe attendance obliga- 
tory, just as it is now in all city normal 
schools. Give the county commissioner power 
to require any teacher in his school system to 
lecture, read essays, etc., as may deemed 
best for the interests of the school. /The best 
talent can thus be utilized free of cost, but to 
the advantage of all parties.“ 

„Could the teachers over the country at- 
tend?“ : 

“They could. A teacher without a desire 
strong enough to find a way to go to these 
meetings, ought to get out of the profession. 
Connect with these instituces_in every county, 
a teachers’ professional library, supplied with 
books by the teachers themselves.’ 

Would not this be costly to the teachers?“ 

No. Suppose in a county of sixty 
teachers, that each teacher buys two 
new books suitable for such a library, and 
places the same in the library, there would 
thus be 120 educational books. Atthe monthly 
meetings let each teacher get a book out of 
the library and read it by the next meeting. 
Such a thing by itself would revolutionize the 
schools of Georgia. 

„But if the teachers refuse to read these 
books?“ 

“Then put them out of the public schools. 
A teacher who is not constantly studying 
school work now, soon gets behind the proces- 
sion. Forward, or down and out,’ ought to 
be the watchword in the pedagogical ranks of 
today. Our profession has too long been loaded 
down with incompetent persons, who, failing 
at everything else, have been admitted into 
our ranks. it is time to unload.“ 

„What is the educational outlook?“ 

“T have never seen it so good in Georgia. 
The teachers .are very much encouraged. 
Captain Bradwell is doing excellent work as 
state school commissioner, and he is most ably 
reinforced by Governor Northen, our teacher 
governor. Our _ legislature is the most liberal 
one, so far as schools are concerned. that ever 
In less than ten years, God 
helping us, we Georgia teachers intend tearing 
from the masthead of the old educational ship 
of Georgia the flag of illiteracy that now floats 
in darkness there, and place in its stead the 
colors of the Empire State of the south, educa- 
tionally, as she now is in everything else.”
